Representatives of the banks are 
busy examining the company’s books I 
and pajiers and questioning its em- j 
ploves in an endeavor to get at the 
truth of the allegations. That the com- i 
pariy may not be able to resume busi- j 
ness was the statement made by Vice I 
President Edwin A. Elm ore of Chica­ 
go, who is aiding in the investigation. I 
Henry C. Palmer, who was freight 
agent of the Delaware and Hudson 
company here until about eight weeks 
ago, and whose name has been men­ 
tioned in connection with the matter, 
returned from Chicago and engaged 
an attorney to look after his interests. 
The banks which are creditors of 
the firm and which suffered from the 
alleged use of the unredeemed bills of 
lading, it is said, will look to the rail­ 
road companies for reimbursement.

From New York to St. Paul 
and Minneapolis sugar is advanced 17 
per cent and coffee 27 per cent. From 
New York to Kansas City and Omaha 
sugar is advanced 30 per cent ami 
coffee 39 per cent. 
From Baltim ore to Kansas City and 
Omaha the advance on both sugar and 
coffee is 39 per ceut. 
From Philadel­ 
phia to those points the advance on 
both sugar ar.d coffee is 39 per ctffit. 
From Boston to Duluth the advance 
on sugar is 16 per cent and on coffee 
25 per cent. 
From Boston to St. Paul 
and Minneapolis the increase on sugar 
is 24 per cent and on coffee 25 per 
cent. 
From Boston to Kansas City 
and Omaha the increase is 30 per 
cent on sugar and 34 per cent on cof­ 
fee. 
The rates are effective on all East­ 
ern lines as well as on those of the 
W estern 
Trunk 
Line 
association, 
which embraces all railroads entering 
Missouri river and Northwestern ter­ 
minals. 
For several reasons the increased 
rates on sugar and coffee shipments 
will not affect St. Paul wholesalers 
and jobbers.

The provision rejected and the one 
quoted differ in language, but they are 
sim ilar in substance, and in the opin­ 
ion of those who favor a live tariff 
board, one is as good as the other.
